In August of 1953, the American Numismatic Association will hold their 
annual convention in Dallas, Texas. This will be the first time that 
this c onvention has been held south of the Mason-Dixon line and, inci- 
dentally, the 25th anniversary of the founding of the Dallas Coin Club. 

In view of the above facts, we are making a real effort by starting 
early to line up some exceptional exhibits for this occasion.

Anything I have in my collection is available for exhibit any- 
where at any time provided that it is properly displayed and 
protected. I am sure Fhilpott knows that is true. 

I have, as you know, one of the two original Confederate half 
dollars, also the restrikes, etc. I have one of the original 
Confederate cents in copper nickel and a complete set of Con- 
federate paper money. I do not know what other rarities you 
might wish to display but I have the Nova Constellatio one 
hundred mill piece, the Washington President in gold, the 
finest specimen of the Confederatio series, the finest specimen 
of the Granby coinage. I have the first pattern of the 1776 
Federal coinage. I have notes payable in deerskin, written in 
German, payable in the Cherokee nation, the first Mormon note 
signed by Brigham Young, choice St. Louis Demand Notes, etc. 

I would want to know what other material was being displayed 
in the "inner sanctum" room and whether Just a few choice pieces 
are to be displayed or whether there will be a substantial 
quantity of items. Certainly both sides of any major rarities 
should be available to be seen. Will you have a guard? Will 
you have steel frame display cases? I am sure you understand 
the problems which confront me.

Thank you so much for your very courteous and prompt reply 
to my recent inquiry as to the availability of some of your 
numismatic items for display at the Dallas A.N.A. convention 
in 1953. 



Recently the owner of the only stamp and coin store in Dallas 
died and because I was so interested in the hobby, I purchased 
this store. Unfortunately, there is some worry attached to the 
operation of it, however, I am enjoying it immensely. 

You have indicated a willingness, under certain circumstances, 
to exhibit some of your rarities and I hasten to assure you that 
there will be absolute protection insofar as it is possible for 
us to provide it for these exhibits. We will probably use the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency and, of course, it will be under day 
and night surveilance. We will probably use two metfduring ©ach 
24-hour period, as I feel there should be one man in the special 
exhibit room and one man covering the exhibits in the ball-room. 

I know that numismatists would be particularly interested in 
seeing the rarities which you mentioned in your letter. In answer

I will however ask him 
the next time that I see him if he thinks this specimen might be recalled 
by Washington if I did try to get written clearance on it.
